Had they feigned'4 
ſory,certainly they would not in it-have regiſtred 
their owne faults, nor deliver d him whom the 
propounded as a God, ignominiouſly crucified:a 
tO this the progreſſe rheir doctrine -made abroad 
miraculous above all other cither before or fince: 
other Religi5ns were brought in with the now 
power fotcing a cuſtom, which by degrees uſurp;

which entertained allReligions kindly)perſecural 
this : which by irs owne ſtrength ſo: poſſeſſed (the 
heartsof men, that no age, ſex , or condition, refw 
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ſing. For the Romans, ( contrary to their cuſtome| ,

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ſed to lay down life for,it. A thing ſo rare in othe jn 
_ that among the Heathens, Socrates wal ga 
the ſole martyr:and the Jews ' unleſſe of ſome few Wi 
. under Mfaraſſes and Antiochus)have not to boaſtd] he 
any. If wecaſt oureyes upon the healing of theſ «<«, 


blind, curing the lame, redeeming from the grav | 
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and but with a touch or word, we muſt conclude 
them done by more than humane power, and if by 
any other, by no ill; Theſe buſie not themſelves fo 
much about the good of man : and this Religion 
not only furbids by precept the worſhipof wicked 
ſpirits,but in fa& deſtroys it whereſoever it comes. 
Now asit is clear by Authors impartiall (as being 
no Chriſtians) that ſtrange things were done, ſo it 
Y)] isplain they weredone withont impoſture.Deluſi- 
ty ons ſhun the light ; Theſe were all ated op:nly, 
the very enemies both ofthe maſter and diſciples 
Iu} gaily looking on.But let us deſcend to thoſe more 
'y principall particulars, which ſo much troublethe 
curious wits: theſe I take to be the /ncarnation, 
Paſſion, Reſurretion, and Trinity. 

For the firſt, That man ſhould be made without 
man, why ſhould we wonder more at it in that 
timeof the world,than in the beginning? much ca- 
ter, certainly, it was here, becauſe neerer the na- 
tural way z Woman being a more prepared matter 
than earth. Thoſegreat truths, and myſteries of 
ſalvation, would never have beene received with- 
out miracles ; and where could they more oppor- 
tunely be ſhowne, than at his entrance into the 
world, where they might givecreditto his follow- 
ing ations and dodrine ? So far it is from being a- 
Wl gainſt my reaſon to think him thus borne, that it 
ef] would be 291inſt it to beleeve him otherwiſe z It 
id] being not fit that the Son of God ſhould be produ- 
DR ced like the raceof men. That humane nature may 
ef be aſſumed by a Deity ; the enemy of Chriſtians, 
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Ful:an,confirmszand inſtances (himſelf) in Eſca- 
lapius, whom he wil have deſcend from heaven in 
mortall ſhape, toteach us here below rhe Art of 
Phyſick. Laſtly, That God has liv'd with men, has 
been the general fancy of all Nations: every patti- 
cular having this tradition, That the Deity at ſome 
timeor other converſed amongſt men. Nor is it 
contrary to reaſon to beleeve him reſiding in glory 
above, and yet incarnate here : Soin man himſelf, 
the ſoul is in heaven when it remains in the fleſh, 
for it reacheth with its eye the Sun; why may not 
God then being in heaven, be at the ſame time with 
us in the fleſh > ſince the foule, without the body 
would be able to do much more than with it, and 
Ged much more than the ſoule,beingthe ſoule of 


the ſoul. But it may be urged as more abſtruſe,how 


all in heaven, and all in earth > Obſerve man ſpea- 
king (as you haie done ſceing) Is riot the ſame 
ſpeech, at the inſtant it is uttered, all in every 
place 2 Receives not cach particular care, alike, the 
whole ?and ſh1all not God be mach more Ubiqui- 
tary than the voice of man ? For the Paſgos (to let 
alone the neceſſity of ſatisfying divine Juſtice this 
way,which, whoſoever reads more patticularly our 
Divines, ſhall find rationally enforced ) we find, 
the Heathen had ſomething ncer to this ( though, 
as 1n the reſt, umperfeR) for they ſacrifiſed fingle 
men for the ſins of the whole City or Countrey, 
Porphyrras having laid this foundation, That the ſus 
preme happines of eſo 15 to ſeeGod, & that it can- 


not {ce him unpurified,concludes, That there muſt; 
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© bea way forthe cleanſing of Mankind and procee- 


ding to find it out, he tells that Arts and Sciences - 
ſervebut to ſet our wits right in the knowledge of 


things,and cleanſe us not enough to come to God : + *+ 


the like judgement he gives of purging byTheargie 
and by the my ſterigs of the ” ny ant toe 
things extend bur to ſome few, whereas this clean- 
ſing ought ro be univerſall for the benefit of all 
mankind : in theend reſolves that this cannot be 
done, but by one of the three /x-4eings, which is 
the word they uſe to expreflethe Trinity by. Let 
us ſee what the divineſt of the Heathens ( and his

Prophetically,to this purpoſe. That « traly-juſt max

ſhould wedeſire to carry that along with us whic 

we arc aſhamed of here,and which we find ſo great 
4 trouble, that very wi ſemen (wereit not forbid- 
den) would throw it off before it were worn out ? 
To this I ſhould anſwer,that as the body is partner 
in well or ill doing, fo it is but juſt it ſhould ſhare 
in the rewards or puniſhments hereafter : and 
though by reaſon of fin we bluſh at it here, yet 
when that ſhall ceaſe to be, why we ſhould be 
more aſhamed than our firſt Parents were,or ſome 
in the laſt diſcover'd parrs of the World are now, 
Tcannot underſtand. Who knowes but theſe un- 
ſightly parts ſhall remaine for good uſe, and thar
